The f i r s t thing he did upon being re­ 
leased from prison was to call on the 
president who hail released him and 
on the attorney general who, after Mr, 
Debs had gone, expressed the pious 
hope that the socialist leader would 
henceforth devote his talents to a use­ 
ful purpose. Mr. Daugherty is already 
a disappointed man, f*»r the very Yiext 
day Mr. Debs launched an attack on 
capitalists and Capitalism, on the ad­ 
ministration that sent him to prison, 
and on the 
administration 
that set 
him free. 
It is said that an invitation from the 
Soviet government 
to 
visit 
Russia 
awaits Mr. Debs and that he w ill prob­ 
ably accept it. 
It is to be hoped that 
this is true. 
It might help the whole 
situation 
tremendously 
if he would 
pay a visit to Russia. 
That he intends 
to go abroad is indicated by his state­ 
ment that he intended 
to ask every 
man, woman and child in this country 


and in every oilier country he might 
visit to make a vow to refuse to take 
up arms in warfare. 
This is interesting as an indication 
of his intention to travel, but how he 
will fare in Russia when he asks the 
Russians to make that vow is a subject 
for curious speculation. 
Few coun­ 
tries have been more 
warlike 
than 
Soviet Russia and there are few more 
ardent believers in war than War Min­ 
ister Trotzky 
who 
thinks 
that the 
proper thing is to cram Communism 
down the threats of the capitalist 
countries by jabbing them with bay­ 
onets and bombarding them with field 
guns. 
We hope that Mr. Debs will go to 
Russia, but it is to be feared that if 
he tries to carry

EX-SOLDIERS A N D CRIME. 


The New York State Prison Com­ 
mission has just completed an inves­ 
tigation which is of general interest 
and in 
which 
considerable 
interest 
will be show®. 
It has made a survey 
of criminals taking pari in and respon­ 
sible for the 
so-called 
crime wave 
partly with 
a view 
to 
testing the 
theory that service in the w ar has ten­ 
ded to make potential criminals out of 
men. 
Many persons 
have 
reasoned 
that men released from the restraints 
of army discipline familiar with blood­ 
shed and death have been largely re­ 
sponsible for the prevalence of crimes 
of violence in this country. 
The survey revealed that of the for­ 
mer soldiers conviced of crime more 
than 50 per cent w ere delinquents be­ 
fore entering the service; that they 
were both mentally and physically be­ 
low the military standard and could 
have been excluded from military ser­ 
vice by 
the 
examiners; 
that 
their 
crimes were not in the main crimes of 
violence; and that services in the army 
and experience in the 
war 
did not 
cause delinquency. 
A survey of this sort could hardly 
be regarded as conclusive, 
since the 
material 
examined 
was 
limited in 
quantity. 
Nevertheless, the conclu­ 
sions outlined above are certainly of 
much interest. 
They 
may 
not com­ 
pletely refute but they certainly do 
call this question a plausible theory— 
a theory, however, which, in spite of 
its plausibility, has all along been seri­ 
ously doubted by 
many thoughtful 
people.
